NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The hearing of 


the charges brought by Lord Dunraven 
against the people in charge of Defender, 
was resumed before a special committee at 
the New York Yacht club this morning 
Among those who arrived at the club 
house were Captains Haff and Terrey and 
Riggerres and their men, who were on 
board Defender the night that Lord Dun- 
raven says the ballast was tampered with. 
Nat. Herreshoff who built Defender re- 
sumed the stand. It is probable the ex- 
amination of witnesses will be concluded 
this afternoon 
and 
Defender's 
case 


closed. A warm discussion arose between 
the counsel on each side as to the admis- 
sion of certain evidence with a passage at 
arms between Choate and Asquith. The 
London lawyer was decidedly interesting. 


When a recess was taken neither the 


members of the committee nor any of 
parties interested would reply to ques- 
tions as to what had been done at the 
morning sitting. 
At 1.15 o'clock Lord 


Dunraven and H. M. Kersey were driven 
to the Cunard steamship docks and Dun- 
raven boarded the steamer Umbria, which 
sailed at 2 o'clock. Neither Mr. Asquith 
nor Mr. Hamilton went with his lordship. 
Mr. Glennie left the clubhouse at 12.30 
o'clock and probably went on board the 
Umbria with Dunraven's baggage. 


STOCK MARKET CONDITIONS. 


A Fall in Prices This Morning and A 


Subsequent Rise. 


[Special Ditpatch to the Transcript.] 


NEW YOHK, Dec. 23.—Wall street prices 


at the stock exchange were weak and 
lower in the first half hour of business, 
active issues scoring losses of one-quarter 
to one per cent. In this movement Jer- 
sey Central Grangers, Louisville and Nash- 
ville, Chicago Gas and Sugar were most 
prominent. The selling of market was 
prompted by the action of inter state com- 
merce commission in the matter of the 
new trunk line agreement, lower quota- 
tions from London, and the belief that 
chances for financial legislation oathe 
lines suggested by President Cleveland 
were slim. Toward 11 o'clock, under cov- 
ering of short contrasts, a firmer tone 
characterized the trading and arise of 
one-quarter and one and one-eighth per 
cent, followed. 
Sugar was the leader 


selling up to 102 on increased dealings. 
Grangers, Louisville, and Nashville and 
Southwestern improved one-quarter to 
one per cent, in sympathy. 


ENGLAND'S OWN 
WAY. 


LONDON, Dec. 28.—The St. James Ga- 


zette publishes today a statement that 
initial steps have been taken in British 
Guiana to form a chartered company 
whose operations shall lie between the 
Es&equibo and Schombnrgk line. 
The 


paper which claims to know the policy of 
tlie colonial office says it is certain Great 
Britain wi^l not consent to leave to arbi- 
tration the entire territory claimed by 
Venezuela; hence if financial guarantees 
of local applicants are satisfactory, there 
is no reason why Great Britain should not 
grant the charter despite the tension be- 
tween England and the United States. 


BALTIMORE THEATRE VICTIMS 


[Special dispatch to the Transcript.) 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 28.—This morn- 


ing twenty-one victims of the theatre 
catastrophe were identified, but there are 
still two dead children at the morgue 
awaiting identification. At the city hos- 
pital there are ten seriously injured per- 
sons, three of whom are in a critical 
condition. There are possibly a hundred 
others suffering from bruises and broken 
bones who were removed to their homes.

The eleventh annual charity ball is

Art and personal beauty are the main con. 
tributors to this charm and wher. these 
can properly be set forth in words then it 
will be possible to write toe story of such 
a ball.

leaves all there is to say unsaid. The ball 
was as other elegant balls have been- 
The art presented itself in forms of fine 
and inspiring music; in the brilliant and 
beautiful costumes of the young women, 
and in the decorations of the hall.

If one can truly imagine what is mean 


when we say beaming faces, sparklin 
eyes, graceful forms, cheery laught 
then he can know what was present whe 
it is said that all that these qualifyin 
terms imply was present in the person 
at the charity ball, and much more, to 
It was pleasant indeed to look from th 
balcony and give a little more than pass 
ing attention to the women and the 
dresses. The toilets were erceptionall 
tasteful and beautiful, and the extent to 
which they harmonized with each othe 
and with the decorations of the hall was 
singularly and most pleasingly noticeable 


As to describing the pleasures of last 


night's dance let him do that who can, 1 
is doubtful if the influence of such 
combination as enchanting music, swee 
companionship, exhilirating or snbduin 
motion has ever found full expression in 
words. 
Such influences are only felt 


never expressed. Last night's dance hen 
all the elements to make such an influence 
and that it was largely present was clearly 
observable. 


Since reason shows that it is useless to 


attempt to reproduce the ball in the col 
times of a newspaper, the time and space 
had better be employed with some o 
the tangible features than with things im- 
possible. The decorations seem to de- 
serve the first and best mention. There 
has not been such originality shown in 
decorating for any of the former balls. 
There was the usual bank of evergreens, 
screening the front of the stage and the 
usual palms that almost hid the musicians 
irom view. There was besides some of 
this green dispersed throughout the hall, 
but the crowning part of the decorations 
was the way in which the walls were 
trimmed. 
This 
trimming, so simple 


and so pleasing in effect, was nothing but 
alternate breadths of pale green and white 
fabrics hung vertically on the walls in 
folds from the ceiling to the wainscotting- 
It gave such an airy appearance, so cheer- 
ful an aspect that the decorating commit- 
tee should be highly complimented. 


From the decorations it is pleasing to 


paas to the music. The committee on 
music saw fit to engage the Salem cadet 
band and in point of quality they made 
no mistake. The dance music was very 
good, omitting to recognize some slight 
criticism about rapidity in waltzes,, and 
the concert may receive the same terms 
of prai^er The concert numbers were:

THE BUILDING RECORD. 


North Adams Makes a Proud One the 


Past Year. 


The Springfield Republican of today 


contained an exhaustive review of the 
building record of the year in Western 
Massachusetts, Southern Vermont and 
Northern Connecticut. A number of ex- 
cellent cuts were given with the review, 
which was more extensive than any here- 
tofore published, and which required a 
vast amount of work in its preparation. 
Of this town the Republican says: 


"The building for the past year at North 


Adams has been unusually heavy. Taking 
out the work upon the new reservoir, the 
two new mills oa Union street and the 
state normal school just begun, the total 
is equal to that of last year. The princi- 
pal buildings put up are those just enu- 
merated. The total amount invested in 
buildings is placed at $750,000. The ad- 
ditions to the Eclipse and Beaver mills 
have been practically the only new mills 
built during the year. There is annually 
a very large amount of work which must 
be counted as building done at both prinit 
works. Perhaps there was expended at 
the Arnold print works this year more 
money than has been spent for all the 
other mill building and improvements in 
towu.

there has been constantly superintending 
a gang of men ranging from a dozen to 
100, building, remodeling and improving 
the works. Very extensive improvements 
have been made at the Windsor print 
works. A large fireproof singeing room 
has been built there, and a calender-room, 
packing-room and laboratory have also 
been erected.

Y. M. C. A. OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


The annual report of the st ate commit- 


tee of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tions of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
has come to our desk and shows some 
interesting facts: 


The eighty-eight 
associations 
have 


25,526 members, and the worm ns auxiliary 
numbers 8,462 members. 
Twenty-six 


associations have buildings valued at 
fl,640,000, and there are building funds in 
addition, secured for proposed buildings, 
amounting to $133,403. Two hundred and 
fifty-nine thousand six hundred and fifty- 
four dollars was spent last year by these 
associations for current expenses, and of 
this amount forty-three per cent, came 
from memberships and income from 
buildings. 


One hundred and thirty-six men are 


giving their whole time to the work, as 
paid secretaries and physical directors. 


In addition to 120 young men's meetings 


and ninety-one bible classes each week, a 
large number of educational and gymna- 
sium classes are held, and hundreds ol 
lectures and entertainments given. 


Thirty-one thousand and twenty-three 


volumes are to be found in association 
libraries. In fifty-one associations a work 
for boys is also carried on. Thirteen 
hundred young men professed conversion 
during the last year. 


The work as a whole is in good shape 


throughout both states, and increased 
expenditures at nearly every point indi- 
cate increased interest in this special line 
of work for the moral, physical and 
mental np-building of young men. The 
supervision and extension of the work for 
young men and boys is delegated to the 
state executive committee. 


The wide-awake, live interest taken in 


our local association reflects the spirit 
and enterprise of the association shown 
in the two states. The Y. M. C. A. of 
North Adams is today becoming more 
and more a power for good, and its officers 
are deserving of much credit for their 
labors and success. 


COMES NEAR HOME. 


The tariff legislation being enacted at 


Washington is just now of very great in- 
terest to this community. It is not only 
a matter of national revenue, but it is a 
matter of home revenue and concerns the 
weekly pay envelope of many workmen 
here who contribute their due share to the 
prosperity of this community. 


Especially is the woolen industry to be 


affected by the proposed change in the 
tariff law. The Dingley bill, now passed 
by the lower house of congress, increases 
the tariff on wooien goods very materially. 
It is an admitted fact that the foreign im- 
portations of woolen goods have been 
•normously increased under the Wilson 
tariff law, and the result is, as may be 
learned by inquiry of our home manufac- 
turers here in North Adams, that the 
woolen industry has been depressed and 
unsatisfactory. 
The manufacturers and 


workmen alike have felt these threaten- 
ing conditions and have grown anxious 
under them. 


But in the Dingley law a ray of hope for 


better times seems breaking. As an indi- 
cation of this, we print here a part of a 
letter received from a Blackinton woolen 
man, which expresses the general feeling 
of hope that the first Republican legisla- 
tion awakens. 
A paragraph from the 


letter reads: 


It is with anxious eyes that the residents 
of this village are watching the tariff 
leelislation at Washington this week. 
We hope to see the present schedule 
changed so that it will raise the d uties on 
woolen goods, and also make the import- 
ers pay a duty according to valuation, not 
according to invoice. 
It meanw a great 
deal to us who have been 
working 
under a heavy reduction in wages and 
short hours since the passage of the pres- 
ent tariff law. Many people will say,'-You 
are protected already by a fifty per cent 
tariff." True; the law is there, but it is 
not enforced as it should be, nor can 
it be. 


The Dingley tariff'schedule will come 


near home in its good effects, and the 
TRANSCRIPT joins in the Blackinton work- 
ingman's hope that it will soon be a law 
on the United States statute books. 


A REMARKABLE SOLDIER. 


Captain Nelson O. Wilcox, who died at 


the Soldiers' Home at Bennington a week 
ago today, had indeed a remarkable war 
record. He was but twenty days past his 
fourteenth birthday when he enlisted, 
August 26, 1661, and but forty-five days 
beyond his fourteenth birthday when he 
was mustered into the service of the 
United States. He re-enlisted December 
15,1863, and was mustered out July 13, 
1865, alter the grand review in Washing- 
ton, serving throughout almost 
the 


entire war. At the time of bis enlhtment 
he was very small for his age, weighing 
but sixty pounds, so small that he was 
hardly able to carry his drum. His tender 
•ge and diminutive figure, with his 
bright and cheerful manners and his read" 
loess to perform his duties, made him the 
pet of the regiment. His entire service 
was marked with courage. When the 
Union army had retreated to Harrison's 
Landing in July, '62, at the close of the 
seven days' terrible fighting before Rich- 
rr-or'l, be was the only drummer boy in 
his brigade who still retained his drum. 
He was one of the youngest parsons 
who enlisted from Vermont or any other 
•tat*. 


Captain Wilcox was but 48 years old at 


the time of his death last week.' The Ben- 
nington Banner this week has published 
bis picture as a drummer lad, and pays 
the brave boy of '61 a handsome tribute.

SUITABLE MONUMENT 


Erected In Memory of the Late Samuel J. 


Tllden. 


After reposing for nine years in a name- 


less and unmarked grave, the remains of 
Samuel J. Tilden, ex-governor of New 
York, now rest in the imposing mauso- 
leum, erected by the Tilden trustees in 
the cemetery of the evergreens at New 
Lebanon, N. Y. The removal from the 
family plot was made at about S o'clock 
on Christmas morning under the super- 
vision of George F. Hull, one of the ceme- 
tery trustees. The matter was arraaged 
so quietly that only two or three specta- 
tors were present besides the workmen. 


Mr. Tilden's will directed that his 


executors should erect for him "a suitable 
monument." 
In carrying out this re- 


quest, the executors, after a personal 
inspection of that portion of the cemetery 
recently annexed, fixed upon and secured 
a plot 150 feet square, which is an emi- 
nently suitable location for the sepulcher 
that adorns it. 


A contract was made with a New York 


firm for the monument, which is of 
granite from Concord, N. H., the cutting 
being done at Westerly, K. I. Ground 
was broken for the foundation November 
7, and the work will be completed in a 
few days. The cost will be about 512,000.

Probable that Neither will Sue. 


Henry Kling, who lives on P. J. Bar- 


rett's farm in Cheshire, was called upon 
by Sheriff Tiuney Friday afternoon and 
confronted with a writ, in which the 
owner of the farm charged him with 
breach of contract.

CUBAN STRIFE. 


Insurgents Reported ta Have Turned Their 


Backs Upon Habana. 


HABASA, Do-;. 28.—News of small en- 


gagements and movements of the troops 
and many more rumors of unauthenticated 
reports arrived here continually through- 
out yesterday, all accompanied by the gen- 


l claim tlmt the insurgents were In 


retreat, and that the raid into Mfitanzas 
was ended. No reliable estimate could be 
made of the real position of the insurgents 
or the numbers and force which they 
mustered in any one place. 


Their movements could only be sur- 


mised from the reported movements of the 
Spanish forces and their encounters with 
forces of tho insurcents, which do not ap- 
pear to have been in great numbers in any 
of these encounters. 


The official reports, or that porrion of 


them which is allowed to gain publicity, 
give the impression that the Insurgents 
are no longer ranking any aggressive 
movement townrd Habann, but are striv- 
ing by every means to effect a retreat back 
into Santa Clara, while the Spanish forces 
are reported to bo patting forth every ef- 
fort to secure a battle with a large body 
of the insurgents and to cut off their re- 
treat. 


While the official reports state thatQuin- 


tln Bandera, the commnmler of the north- 
ernmost column of the insurgents, is ro- 
treatine, the points named as being oc- 
cupied by him do not indicate any marked 
change from his position of yesterday 
morning. For instance, an official report 
states that Bandera has retreated from 
Guamacaro, which is several miles north 
of and nearer Matanzas than Suniidero. 
where Bandera was reported yeslcrilay 
morning. 


Late reports would indicate that a por- 


tion, at least, of Gomez's column had 
crossed the line back into Santa Clara 
ami is now near the Cienega Oriental tlo 
Zapata. the great swamp land in tho south- 
ern part of Santa Clara province. 


Gomez's force was reported yesterday 


afternoon to have left Jaguay Grnndc, 
where he was in the morning, and to huvo 
gone by way of Entrada toward Cien- 
fuegos iu Santa Clara.

By miduight It was blow- 
ing with terrltlc force, aud the schooners 
pitched and rolled In a dangerous manner 
in the heavy seas and subsequently drifted 
ashore. The captains of the schooners re- 
mained at St. Pierre. The men left for 
Boston by train today. 


Perils of (he Deep. 


NEW YORK, Dec. as.— Steamer Schleswlg, ' 


from Haytian ports, brings news of the 
loss of Captain Batchelor of the British 
steamer Ardle during a heavy gale on 
Dec. 13. The Ardle got Into a heavy gale 
when three days out from New York, and 
during the prevalence of the storm Cap- 
tain Batcbelor was struck by a sea and 
washed overboard. The Schleswig brings 
news of tho total loss of the British 
schooner Mellacoree, Captain Sherburne, 
which stranded on the southwest reef of 
Little Inagua on Deo. 10. The crew were 
saved, but the vessel proved a total loss, 
as she took flre shortly after striking. 


WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW. 


President's Messages Mad a Depressing In* 


fluence Upon Trade. 


NEW YORK, Deo. 23 —K. G. Dun & Co., 


in their weekly review of trade, will say: 
The failures of the fourth quarter of the 
year 1895, cot yet finished, cannot be 
definitely stated, but the aggregate of de- 
terred liabilities for the year, while much 
emallcr than in 1893, will vary but little 
from that of 1894 
The year's aggregate 


of commercial liabilities will probably bo 
about $170,000,000 in manufacturing, over 
STIl.OOO.OOO, or 10 per cent, more than last 
year, but In trading about $88,000,000, or 
P per cent less than last year. 


The foreign and financial ^messages of 


the president were followed by \iolent re- 
action in the stock market last Saturday, 
with grave fears of monetary trouble. 
The sudden panlo checked business in 
many departments, and the Industries 
cannot be expected to show sigus of im- 
provement until the new year begins. 


Orders huvo for months been so much 


smaller than they were in tha Bummey, 
when production was expanding and 
prices mounting rapidly, that new causes 
of uncertainty have the more infiuecco. 
Bessemer pig hns declined 23 cents more 
at Pittsburg; the bar iron association has 
reduced Its price—not yet to the rate at 
which steel us well as Iron bars are actu- 
ally sold, and in most departments this 
industry suffers from the speculative ad- 
vance in prices and production last sum- 
mer. 


In the great textile manufactures the 


usual holiday dullness is increased by de- 
lay of orders, though there Is some ac- 
cumulation of goods for the demand ex- 
pected soon. For woolen goods the market 
is extremely dull. Soft wool dress goods 
and ladies' cloths are a shade lower, and 
the average quotations are about \yt per 
cent lower for the week. Some makers 
have gone below last year's quotations in 
securing orders. 


The shoe nnd leather business does not 


improve, and both leather and manufac- 
tured goods declined slightly, thoueh spec- 
ulation is again hoisting hides about 10 
per cent for all In two week*, aud for 
lotne kinds 25 per cent. 


Wheat aud cotton were depressed by 


last week's panic, and have had llttlo time 
to recover. 
Wheat receipts continue 


•normons for tho week, 3,794,072 bushels, 
•gainst 1,713,908 last year, and Atlantic 
exports, flour included, have been 7,526,960 
In four weeks of December, against 7,783,- 
690 last year. Russian and other supplies 
are moving freely; official estimates are 
wholly forgotten, and the men who pre- 
dicted $1 wheat have disappeared. 


Cotton has remained at 85< cents since

LEXISGTOX, Ky., Dec. 28.—Leslie Combs, 


Daniel SwigerC and S. A. Swigert made 
individual assignments yesterday. It is 
said that the liabilities will aggregate 
nearly (300,000. The Swigerts were car- 
ried down with Combs, with whom they 
were heavily interested. Leslie Combs 
was reputed to be tha largest tobacco 
farmer in the world, and has among his 
assets 1,000,000 pounds of tobacco. The 
price of the tobacco was greatly depreciated 
by tiie recent English decision not to buy 
any more Kentucky tobacco.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Secretary Car- 


lisle made tho following statement last 
Eight in response to the question: "What, 
in your opinion, will be the effect upon the 
financial situation of the tariff bill passed 
by tho house of representatives on Thurs- 
day?" 


"I had," said Mr. Carlisle, "supposed 


that very few could now be found who 
believe t' at our financial difficulties were 
caused by tho deficiency in the ordinary 
revenues of tho government, or that they 
can be relieved by increasing taxes upon 
''o commodities consumed by the people. 
These difficulties are the necessary results 
of our financial legislation, and they can- 
not be removed, even temporarily, by 
tariff laws, no? by any other measures 
which do not directly enable the govern- 
ment to procure the means necessary for 
the maintenance of the gold payments." 


"Do yon think, then, that the bond bill 


presented in the house today will furnish 
any relief to the treasury?" 


"I am satisfied that there la but one 


permanent remedy for our financial em- 
barrassments, and that is legislation pro- 
viding for the retirement and cancellation 
of the legal tendrr notes; but, recognizing 
the fact that such a measure would re- 
quire time for its consideration, and for its 
complete execution, if adopted, I had hoped 
that congress would immediately take the 
necessary steps to assist the government 
in its efforts to procure and maintain such 
a gold reserve as may be required to re- 
move tho distrust and apprehension which 
have precipitated the present emergency. 


Doesn't Go Far Euoueh. 


"The bill reported by the committee on 


ways and means falls very far short of tho 
requirements of the situation, and its pas- 
sage will not beneficially affcot the situa- 
tion with which wo have now to deal. 
Our difficulties were produced and have 
been prolonged and aggravated by tho 
fear liiat, notwithstanding all the efforts 
of tho administration, we may ultimately 


j be unable to procure gold foe the purpose 


of redeeming our notes, and, consc- 


I quemly. bo forced to a silver basis, and 


I this fear canuot be wholly removed until 


i borne action is taken by congress clearly 
j indicating a purpose to pay all our obllga- 


[ tions in gold when demanded by holders. 


j 
"Although there is no substantial roa- 


I son to distrust tho character of our notes 


I or other securities, or to doubt the pur- 


j pose of the government to maintain gold 


payments, the facts that there has been 
1.0 legislative declaration upon the subject, 
and that no legal authority exists to 
make them expressly payable In gold, not 
only prevent the sale of our bonds for the 
replenishment of the reserve upon the 
most advantageous terms, but increase 
thfc demands for gold by the presentation 
of notes at the very times when we are 
least able to meet them without injury to 
our credit. 


"If it was not generally expected that 


the three classes of bonds already author- 
ized by law will be paid in gold at ma- 
turity, thoy could not be sold, except at 
an enormous sacrifice, bui oven this gen- 
eral expectation is not sufficient to al- 
together satisfy investors, and especially 


In Times of Financial Disturbances. 
"About $10,000,000 could have been saved 


to the people on the last issue of bonds if 
congress had consented to make them 
expressly payable in gold, instead of coin. 
This condition is nob at all improved by 
the pending bill, which still requires all 
bonds to be payable 'in coin ' a«s heretofore, 
and confers no new authority, except the 
power to issue and sell 3 per cent bonds, 
also payable in coin, after five years, with 
interest payable in coin semi-annually. 


"At the present time, our 30-year 4 per 


cent bonds, with interest payable quar- 
terly, are selling in the markets at rates 
which yield investors more than 3 per 
cent per annum, and this fact should not 
be overlooked in determining wl ether or 
not a 6-year 3 per cent bond could now be 
gold at par, as the pending bill requires." 


"What will be the effect of the provision 


prohibiting the sale of bonds except after 
public advertisement?" 


"Assuming that a sufficient amount of 


gold could be procured In that way, any 
secretary of the treasury would prefer to 
advertise for the bids, but ic Is evident 
that there may be circumstances when 
prompt action is required in order to pre- 
serve the credit of the government, and in 
such cases a peremptory provision requir- 
ing a public advertisement might defeat 


i the object of the law and prevent any 


sale." 


Speaking of the second section of the 


bill, which authorizes the issue of cer- 
tificates to meet deficiencies In the rev- 
enue, Secretary Carlisle said: 


"While there is no necessity at the pres- 


ent time for resorting to the exercises of 
the pu n'cr which that section confers, and 
may not be in the future, the secretary of 
tho treasury ought always to have the au- 
thority to issue and sell or use in the pay- 
ment of expenses short-time certificates 
or bonds of the character described in that 
bill. Such authority ought to have been 
conferred upon him long ago, and it ought 
to be made permanent instead of being 
limited to $50,000,000, as it is by the bill. 
Except as to this limitation, tho second 
section of the bill is a good one." 


Considered by Congress. 


The house yesterday dwelt upon the con- 


sideration of the bond bill, which, in con- 
junction with tho tariff bill passe'l Thurs- 
day, 
constitute the relief which the Re- 


publican house of representatives offers 
the Democrats to meet the existing finan- 
cial situation. 


The bill aroused the united opposition 


of the Democrats and Populists, the gold 
Democrats being arrayed against it be- 
cause they claimed it did not give the 
secretary the authority to Issue gold bonds 
with which he desired to replenish the re- 
serve, and the silver Democrats on tho 
ground of their general opposition to bond 
issues. The latterj contended that tho 
raids on the treasury oould be stopped if 
the secretary would use his discretion to 
redeem notes in silver when the reserve 
vrns threatened. 


In the Republican ranks, also, there de- 


veloped such bitter opposition to the bill 
ns originally drawn, and to the proposition 
to force the bill to a vote, that the Bo- 
publican members of the committee on 
ways and means incorporated in It an 
amendment specifically 
declaring thai 


Dor.hinz in tho ant should be construed a 
a modification or repeal ot the act or 1878 
for the reissue of the greenbacks when re- 
deemed, and tho committee on rules ex- 
tended the limit to debate until today at 
a o'clock, but declined to give the members 
of the house opportunity to offer amend- 
ments. 
These 
concessions 
probably 


brought a few of the fractious Republicans 
into line—how many the vote today vwll 
show. 


But 11 Republicans went over the party 


traces yesterday on the adoption of the 
rule. This, it is stated, does not represent 
more than one-fourth of the opposition to 
the measure i> self. 


The feature of tha day was a strong 


ipeech from Johnson (Rep., Cal.), appeal- j 


• i ^ I ' i Jus Republican colleagues to voto 
itiiiTist the bill. He scored the Repnbll- 
• in loaders for bringing in the bill. He 
^ ml he had voted for the revenue measure 
Thursday under protest, but he refused to 
'ullow them on the present bill. Political 
expediency which involved a surrender of 
principle, he declared, would never suc- 
ceed. 


The debate ran far into the night. The 


principal speeches were made by Messrs. 
IJniglcy (Me.) and Grosvenor (O.), Repub- 
licans, and Messrs. Turner (Ga.) and Pat- 
terson (Tenu.), Democrats. 


Representative Barrett's impeachment 


resolution was juictly smothered by the 
house committee on foreign affairs. At 
the meeting of the committee yesterday it 
was voted to report Representative Me- 
Call's resolution, which was much more 
conservative and simply called for "In- 
formation from the president" as to Am- 
bassador Bayard's speeches at Edinburgh 
and Boston, ffing. 


A Wordy War. 


The senate was ^ilivened by a spirited 


and somewhat personal debate, In which 
Mr. Hill (N. Y.) and Mr. Teller (Colo.) 
were the principal figures. 


Mr. Hill precipitated consideration of 


the bond question by offering a resolution 
declaring that future bond issues to re- 
new the gold reserve should bear a pro- 
vision that they would be payable in gold 
and silver at the option of the holder. In 
support of this, Hill made a speech setting 
forth the difficulties of negotiating bonds 
under the uncertainties of the present 
law, and he branched out In a general 
discussion of finance, and among othur 
tilings urged the permanent retirement of 
tho greenbacks in accordance with the 
recommendations of the president and 
secretary of the treasury. 


Teller's reply to Hill was cutting, sar- 


castic and personal. He repudiated and 
protested against the efforts of the presi- 
dent ami all his "tide waiters" to defame 
the credit of the United States. He spoke 
of tho recent visit to Washington of a 
great New York banker, one of those who 
had participated in the "dishonorable or 
imbecile" bond transaction of last year. 
The galleries were crowded during the 
debate, and the senators, as well as spec- 
tators, keenly enjoyed the caustic tilt. 


Allen (Pop., Neb.) added his protest to 


that of Teller against the defamation of 
our national credit. No JJual action on 
the Hill resolution was taken. 


Senators Quay and Burrows gave notice 


of amendments which they propose to 
offer to the house tariff bill when it shall 
reach the senate for consideration. Sena- 
tor Quay's amendment provides for an in- 
crease of the duty on wrapper tobacco, 
making the duty on unstemmed tobacco 
imported in bulk $2 a pound, and on 
stemmed tobacco $2.50 a pound. 


Senator Burrows' amendment provides 


for a duty equal to 60 per cent of the Me- 
Kinley law duties on a large number of 
articles of schedule A, concerning chem- 
icals, oils and paints; on manufactured 
burrstones and grindstones; on iron ores, 
cotton ties and copper and manufactures 
of; on a large number of agricultural 
products, including fresh milk, yields of j 
eges, plants, fresh fish and salt; on lemon- 
ade, soda water and other similar waters; 
or flax, hemp, straw and binding twine, 
and on feathers, paintings, statuary, hat- 
ters' plush, coffee and hides. 


Democratic Senatorial Cavncnses* 


The Democratic members of the senate 


held a caucus yesterday for the purpose of 
considering the committee assignments 
made by the steering committee. The 
caucus endorsed the work of the commit- 
tee, and authorized it to continue its work 
by making some minor assignments 
which had not bean agreed upon before 
the caucus act. Owing to this state of 
affairs, the list was not in shape to be 
given to the public when the caucus ad- 
journed. It caii be stated positively, how- 
ever, that there was no change in the as- 
signments to the more important commit- 
tees which have already been published. 


The list will be presented to the senate 


Monday next, in connection with the Re- 
publican assignments. Senator Mitchell 
(Or.), as chairman of the Republican cau- 
cus committee, will at that time present 
the list with a resolution, upon which a 
yea and nay vote will be taken, which 
will be a test of the Republican strength 
for organization. It is not doubted that 
on this test the Republicans will secure a 
sufficient vote to insure the control of the 
committee and in accordance with the as- 
signments already made by them. 


The Republican senators held a brief 


caucus after the adjournment of the sen- 
ate for the purpose of considering a com- 
plaint from the Democratic senators con- 
cerning the formation of the committee on 
Indian affairs. The committee consists of 
11 members. The Republicans assigned 
five Republicans and two Populists to this 
committee, leaving four places for the 
Democrats. The Democrats took excep- 
tions to this adjustment, and they were 
given another member. 


The caucus also decided that the Repub- 


lican members of the senate should be re- 
quested to be present at next Monday's 
session, with a view to making sure of a 
quorum when the question of reorganiza- 
tion of the committees It has been agreed 
upon comes up. It was also agreed in tho 
caucus that if the house would consent to 
tbe proposition congress should adjourn 
over on Monday until tbe following Mon- 
day.
